DESIGNATIONS

- National Highway Freight Network (NHFN) includes:

Primary Highway Freight System (PHFS) — 3,117 miles (adopted by
Congress)

Non-PHFS Interstates — 362 miles (adopted by Congress)

Large Urban (pop. > 500k)
- Small Urban (pop. >50k and <500k)

For regions with population <50k



CRITICAL URBAN FREIGHT CORRIDORS
CRITERIA FOR DESIGNATIONS

Public roads in urbanized areas which provide access and connection to the
PHFS and the Interstate with other ports, public transportation facilities, or
other intermodal transportation facilities

Meets one or more of the following four elements:

connects an intermodal facility to i) the PHFS; ii) the Interstate System; or iii)
an intermodal freight facility

is located within a corridor of a route on the PHFS and provides an alternative
highway option important to goods movement

serves a major freight [generator, logistic center, or manufacturing and
warehouse ‘industrial [and

is important to the movement of freight within the region, as determined by the
MPO or the State



CRITICAL RURAL FREIGHT CORRIDORS
CRITERIA FOR DESIGNATIONS

Public roads not in an urbanized area which provide access and connection to
the PHFS and the Interstate with other important ports, public transportation
facilities, or other intermodal freight facilities

Meets one or more of the following seven elements:

A. is a rural principal arterial roadway and has a minimum of 25 percent of the annual average daily traffic of
the road measured in passenger vehicle equivalent units from trucks (Federal Highway Administration
vehicle class 8 to 13)

B. provides access to energy exploration, development, installation, or production areas;

C. connects the PHFS or the Interstate System to facilities that handle more than:

50,000 20-foot equivalent units per year; or 500,000 tons per year of bulk commodities;

D. provides access to:

a grain elevator; an agricultural facility; a mining facility; a forestry facility; or an intermodal facility;

E. connects to an international port of entry;

F. provides access to significant air, rail, water, or other freight facilities in the State; or

G. is determined by the State to be vital to improving the efficient movement of freight of importance to the
economy of the State.
